Just a couple of simple ledger 
entries about two perfectly standard 
Britlsh cars, yet they give an exact 
picture of the present popularity of 
motoring among alle of the 
community in Great Britain, 

The King's new car Is the 40th to 
be delivered to Britain's reigning 
monarchs since King Edward Vil 
took the frst, a 6 hyp. model, in 1899. 
Nor js the King’s interest in motoring: 
confined to relaxing in the Iuxurious 
upholstery, of the back seat in a 
stately Royal ear, He is a very keen 
driver and the first real motoring 
monarch on the British throne, 

His prandfather was not so very 
keen about motoring, becnuse, after 

and nerve-

monster." 

George Vo appreciated the comfort 
and convenicnce of motoring but was 
never known to drive a ear, while

COOL-HEADED DRIVER

When a new Royal car is ordered, 
drawings of the chassis and conch- 
worl: are submitted to the King for 
opproval. Often His Majesty makes 
suggestions; more thon once he has 
offered a practical idea to assist the 
chauffeur. ‘ 

The Royal cars used for the King’s 
houschold can be recognised by 
“Anned” radintors, which are now aol- 
ways black, their brass lamps, and 
the marcon coachwork. 

The Royal State cars (those used 
only for Stute processons) are dis~ 
tinguished by the absence of ilcence 
plates and registration numbers; but 
the King's own private car has a 
registration number and has to be 
Micensed In the upuul way.

The Admirally, it was announced 
recently, hag decided to udopt the 
common examination for entrance to 
public schools as the entrance 
examination for the Royal Naval 
College, Dartmouth. The change will 
vue effect in the spring examination, 

940. 

Boys who qualify to the satisfaction 
of the Admiralty will be intervicwed 
at the Admiralty by a Selection 
Board, which will select the required 
number of candidates for entry. 

This new arrangement will mean 
that boys not selected for Dartmouth 
may apply for entry to a public 
school without sitting for a fresh 
examination and without the loss of 
aw term. It will no longer be neces- 
sary for boys to be placed in a special 
Navy class, as the syllabus for the 
Navy and for public school entrance 
will be the same, 

The regulations embodying these 

changes may be obtained on applica- 
tion to the Private Secretary to the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, White- 
haul, SW. 1. 
. This.Important decision reflects the 
opinion, now. generally held in the 
Navy, that Dartmouth should — be 
brought more Into line with publl¢ 
schools. It is also a significant tribute 
to the quality of the special entry 
adets who have entered the Navy 
after three or four years at a public 
school. These speclal entrics now 
outnumber those from Dartmouth. 

Two years ago the “house” system 
was started at Dartmouth, and has 
proved n great success, While there 
is no reason to suppose that the 
curriculum will be radically modified, 
or that the Royal Naval College will 
lose its essentially naval atmosphere, 
the present trend is against pressing 
small boys_of an average age of 13%, 
into a strictly Service mould. 

CIVIL LIFE HANDICAP

Lipton Was Making 
£13,000 A Month

[THE late: Sir Thomas Lipton, 
when he was over 75 years 
of age, was making £13,000 a 
month in America and used to 
say to his friends: “Not too 
bad for an old one, is it?” 
This was stated in the King’s 
Bench Division recently during

: “LIKE THREEPENCE” 

Mr. Nicholson's case was supported 
by an I O U signed by Sir Thomas 
Upton in 1927, and Mr, E. Sachs, 
x.c,, who appeared on his behalf, said 
it. was piven with the express object 
that it should be produced, if ‘neces- 
sary, in support of Mr. Nicholson's 
claim, 

Sle Thomas died In 1931 ond the 
executors had refused to recognise 
the TO U. 

Continuing his evidence Mr, Nichol- 
fon said that on ane accaston, on 
board the Shamrock (Sir Thomas 
Lipton's .yacht), Sir ‘Themas said he 
was golng to leave him £10,000 In 
his will. o4 

Describing the siging of the 
10 U, he-sald that Sir Thomas re- 
marked: “It is only 
‘£6,000, because the Government take

Assurance Of Privacy 

The “line to Manila will then be 
made available to the Press for an 
hour. All these conversations will 
be audible through a loud speaker to 
the people assembled for the opening, 
but Mr. H. Ascough, who is in charge 
of the radio side of the service in 
Hongkong, explained yesterday that 
these conversations and all future 
conversations would be absolutely 
unintelligible to Hsteners who might 
seek to tap the calls by wireless, 

This privacy would be secured, he 
explained, by the use of an oscillating 
devicev—or “wobbler"—in association 
with an apparatus for frequency 
Inversion. The effect to a wireless 
Ustener would be a jumble of sen- 
scless sounds, At the receiving end 
another device would reduce this 
scrambled speech to normal, making 
conversation between the persons 
calling quite simple. 

Subject to the “ine” being clear, 
connection will always be made with 
Manila and Chungking in a .. minute 
or two, The service will operate 
from 8am. to 10 pm. Hongkong 
could handle a 24-hour. service, but 
Manila, because, of contacts with 
other parts of the world, cannot 
handle calls before 8 a.m., and Chung- 
king can take calls only as late as 10 
pm. Two powerful _ transmitters 
here make it possible for conversa- 
tions to be carrled’on with Manila 
and Chungking simultancously, % 


Reasonable Charges 

A three-minute call will cost H.K. 
$42 to Manila and H.K. $21 to 
Chungking—which charges are con- 
sidered reasonable. ae 

To prevent friviolous use of the 
facitity by people who cannot 
stubsequently meet the charge those 
wishing to make  radlo-telephone 
ealls will be required first’ to 
denosit $50 with the company. 

A number of special booths will be 
available in the ‘Telephone Company's 
oMecs on the fourth floor of the Ex. 
change Bullding. They will contain 
a choir anda fan, ‘The fee wil) have 
fo be paid in cash before the call ta 
made. People with telephones in- 
stalled may simply make calls from 
their own homes, 

There are only administrative 
diMicultics standing in the way of the 
extension of ‘the service through 
Manila to the world. These difficult- 
fes will probably soon be overcome, 
bringing Hongkong into communica- 
tlon with Amerlea and possibly 
England.

Beware The War-Lords 


HE importance of the split 

within the Japanese Cabinet 
is not so much whether Japan 
formally signs a military alli- 
ance with her Rome-Berlin Axis 
partners, as the fact that should 
the Cabinet crisis occur, and the 
more conservative — elements 
ousted, Japan can look forward 
to a military dictatorship which 
promises to lead the country 
into a morass of difficulties and 
embarrassments comparable to 
those inflicted upon Germany 
and ‘France by the Kaiser and 
Napoleon, : 

The wilfully strong-headed 
war chiefs of Japan have 
openly boasted that they have 
no time, or inclination, for inter- 
national - diplomacy, . and . that 
might, being right, is the only 
method of achieving ends. A 
Cabinet dominated by such 
people will mean, not only the 
discarding of the usual peaceful 
and rational methods of settling 
disputes, but will constitute an 
immediate and forceful threat 
to world peace, In their pre- 
sent belligerent mood, em- 
phasised because of their anger 
in failing to complete the China 
Incident according to plan, the 
war lords of Japan are capable 
of upsetting the equilibrium not 
only of the East, but of the 
West,’ 

To be spectacular has been 
their guiding force in the con- 
duct of the China War, and

the Japanese military chiefs, 
given the opportunity, may well 
embark upon the most fool- 
hardly ventures. What matter 
to them if the -economists, in- 
dustrialists and financiers, both 
in their. own country and ‘else- 
where can demonstrate that 
further © warlike’ experiments 
must inevitably lead to disaster? 
The illusory fruits of con- 
quest are too great a tempta-

The London envoy reportedly as- 
sured Mr. Kato that the Uritish Gov- 
ernment was most anxjous to reach a 
complete settlement and would not 
fail to shdw all sincerity for attain- 
ing the purpose, Concluding, Sir 
Robert asked for co-operation of the 
Japanese side in resuming the nego- 
{tations for a satisfactory: settlement 
of the pending Issues,

There are persistent reports In the 
French press of imminent Vatican 
intervention in the European crisis, 
Probably a proposal to Italy of a 
Five-Power Conference to establish 
a new European order and consoli- 
date peace. It is alleged that the 
Vatican’s Intervention has alrendy 
been approved by the Italian Gov- 
ernment and Mussolini.

It is recalled that the Vatican 
stunned European capitals last spring 
on the advisability of intervention 
should tension threaten. It was then 
stated that, while the Vatican made 
no concrete offers, it informed all in- 
terested that it reserved the right of 
intervention should it consider peace 
threatened,

China Garrison 


London. 
The cost of the maintenance of 
British troops in Chink was given In 
Parllament recently in reply to 2 
question:—

effective cost of maintaining the 
British troops in the China command 
for the 12 months ended the fast con- 
venient date; docs an Indian battallon 
form part of this garrison; and 
whether the whole of the cost of, 
same js borne by Army funds? 


Mr, Horo-Bellsha: The effective ex- 
penditure on our military garrison in 
China for the year ended 31st March, 
1938, was £1,817,082, excluding re- 
crulting and training expenses at 
home. Towards this sum, the Hong- 
kong Government contributed £337,- 
000. An infantry battallon of the 
Indian Army is permanently lent for 
Imperial service at Hongkong and 
forms part of the military garrison; 
its whole cost, estimated at £90,000 
a year, is borne by Army Funds. 
Since September, 1937, a second in- 
fantry battalion of the Indian Army 
has been on loan from India for 
service at Hongkong, the whole cost 
of which ‘fs, similarly, borne by Army 
Funds,

Governor Makes First. 
Call To-day 


At 11 a.m. to-day,the Governor of 
Hongkong, Sir Geoftry Northcote, 
WHI speale by radlo-telephone with 
the President of the Philippines, 
Senor Manuel) Quezon. His words 
will be heard by about, 70 people 
gathered in the spacious manoxer’s 
oMce of the Hongkong Telephone 
Company Lid., and the occasion will 
be the oficial opening of the Hong- 
kong-Manila-Chungking radio tele~ 
phone service. 

Public interest In the service, 
which is being conducted jointly by 
the Telephone Company and Cable 
and Wireless Lid, is shown by the 
fact that over 30 people have al- 
ready applied for the right to make 
calls immediately the service Is 
opened. However, the service will 
not be avallable to the general public 
until 8 a.m. to-morrow, though calls 
may be booked to-day.. 

After the Governor's inaugural tallc 
with President Quezon, Mr. J. Scott 
Harston, a director of the Telephone 
Company, will speak to the General 
Manager of the Philippines Long 
Distance Telephone Company, Major 
J. E. Slevenot, and the mannger of 
Cable and Wireless, Mr. W. E, Rick- 
wood, will then talle with the  Man- 
ager of R.C.A, In Manila, Mr, Morris. 

Connection will then be established 
with Chungking and again the 
Governor, who will speale with Dr. 
H. H. Kung, Minister of Finance, will 
be the first speaker. Sir Shou-son 
Chow, a director of the Telephone 
Company, willl then hold a conversa~ 
tlon with the Minister of Communi- 
eatlons, Mr. Chang Kia-ngau. 


Assurance Of Privacy 

The “line” to Manila will then be 
made available to the Press for an 
hour. All these conversations will 
be audible through a loud speaker to 
the people assembled for the opening, 
but Mr. H. Ascough, who js in charge 
of the radio side of the service in 
Hongkong, explained yesterday that 
these conversations and. all future 
conversations would be absolutely 
unintelligible to listeners who might 
seck to tap the calls by wireless, 

This privacy would be secured, he 
explained, by the use of an oscillating 
device—or “wobbler”’—in association 
with an apparatus for frequency 
inversion. The effect to a wireless 
listener would be a jumble of sen- 
seless sounds. At the receiving end 
another device would reduce this 
scrambled. speech to normal, making 
conversation between the persons 
calling quite simple. 

Subject to the “line” being clear, 
connection will always be made with 
Manila and:Chungking in an minute 
or-two. Tho . service. will. operate 
from 8 a.m. to 10. p.m. Hongkong 
could handle a 24-hour service, but 
Manila, because of contacts with 
other parts of the world, cannot 
handle calls before 8 a.m., and Chung- 
Ising can take calls only as late as 10 
p.m. Two -powerful _ transmitters 
here make {t possible for conversa- 
tions to be curried°on with Manila 
and Chungking simultancously, ~

NHI importance of the: split 
within the {apancse Cabinet 
4s not so much whether Japan 
formally signs a military alli- 
ance with her Rome-Berlin Axis 
partners, as the fact that should 
the Cabinet crisis occur, and the 
more conservative — elements 
ousted, Japan can look forward 
to a military dictatorship which 
promises to Jead the eountry 
into a morass of difficulties and 
embarrassments comparable to 
those inflicted upon Germany 
and France by the Kaiser and 
Napoleon. 


The wilfully strong-headed 
War’ chiefs" of Japan’ have 
openly boasted that they have 
no-time, or inclination, for inter- 
national diplomacy, and that 
might, being right, is the only 
method of achieving ends.

manuals for the General Staff.

Captain Liddell Hart considers

Germany made mistakes, too, “If 
ever an army committed sulcide,” 
he says, “it was the German Army 
in 1918. Ludendorif, instead of 
dashing, the Germans against = the 
Allies in an attempt to force a vic- 
tory, might, by a series of retire- 
ments, have lured the Allies on to 
one position after another, causinyt 
such losses of trained men for which 
even the American contingents would 
scareely haye been adequate com- 
pensation.”

Cycling Notes 
Keates Fails 
To Break 100 
Mile Record 


On Saturday the Colony cycling 
champion, H. A. G. Keates, ‘made his 
second unsuccessful attempt to estab- 
lish 100 miles unpaced record figures. 
His previous attempt, on February 5, 
1937, ended when he crashed after 
covering 32 miles in an hour and b 
half. 

The usual “five mile’ course was 
used on this occasion, and Keates 
had, therefore, to cover the course 
twenty times with a turn at every 
two and a half miles.

a stiff headwind making the ride

Keates was despatched at 1.45 p.m. 
by Mr. R. H. McDowell, offictal time- 
Keeper, who was ossisted by Mr. H. 
Scougal. Checking officials at the 
eastern turn were Mcssrs. P, Stanicy 
and W. Etock, who spent an cnjoy- 
able afternoon in thelr temporary 
repair shop at that point (one of the 
officials, in fact, was looking for “the 
hole" all the week-end).

By curfous coincidence, this was 
the ‘same plane, VRHCN, belonging 
to the Hongkong Flying, School which ! 
suffered a’ very slight accident on 
the ground earlier jn the day, 


Blind Flying - 


Pilot Raymond who holds an “A”

night just before the storm swooped 
down on the Colony in order to make 
his first attempt at blind flying, a 
qualification necessary to secure 0 
“Cc” Licence which entitles the

“As he circled around, the storm 
blew up with startling rapidity and 
before pilot Raymond could cscape, 
he was in the midst of it, with his 
muchine gravely imperilled, 


“Two courses Jay open: cither he 
eould take the machine sbove the 
storm, or he could attempt a land- 
ing. Raymond decided on the 
Jatter course, but had tho bad luck, 
just as It seemed ho had made a 
perfect landing, to hit 2 trough of 
water lying on the landing field, 


Skids, Turns Over 


The force of the Impact was suf- 
ficient to make the machine skid and 
then to turn over, 


Happily Raymond was sitting in 
the rear cockpit, or he would as- 
suredly have-been seriously injured, 
if not killed, The forward cocispit 
was shatlered by the impact with the 
ground, but Raymond was able to 
step from the damaged machine suf- 
fering from’ nothing worse than a 
shaking.

Beware The Woar-Lords 


WIE importance of the split 

within the Japanese Cabinet 
is not so much whether Japan 
formally signs a military alli- 
ance with her Rome-Berlin Axis 
partners, as the fact that should 
the Cabinet crisis occur, and the 
more conservative elements 
ousted, Japan can look forward 
to a military dictatorship which 
promises to lead the country 
into a morass of difficulties and 
embarrassmenta comparable to 
those inflicted upon. Germany 
and France. by the Kaiser and 
Napoleon. ° 

The.- wilfully strong-headed 
war chiefs of Japan have 
openly boasted that they have 
no time, or inclination, for inter- 
national diplomacy, and that 
might, being right, is the only 
method of achieving cnds. A 
Cabinet dominated by such 
people will mean, not only the 
discarding of the usual peaceful 
and rational methods of settling 
disputes, but will constitute an 
immediate and forceful threat 
to world peace. In their pre- 
sent belligerent mood, em- 
phasised because of their anger 
in failing to complete the China 
Incident according to plan, the 
war, lords of Japan are capable 
of upsetting the equilibrium not 
only of the East, but of the 
West, 


To be spectacular has been 
their guiding force in the con- 
duct of the China War, and 
rather than cortcede these rights 
the Japanese military chicfs, 
given the opportunity, may well 
embark upon the most fool- 
hardly ventures. ‘What ‘matter 
to them if the economists, in- 
dustrialists and financiers, both 
in their own country and clse- 
where can demonstrate that 
further warlike experiments 
must inevitably lead to disaster? 
The illusory fruits of con- 
quest are too great o tempta- 
‘tion, and in any case, they will, 
reply, Japan's heaven-inspired 
destiny cannot be forgotten.

gist, he gives confidential 
manuals for thie General Staff. 


So when he _ says, for instance: 
“Aerial defence Is not yet on equal 
terms with attack, Its presence, 
however, seems a strony deterrent.” 
T.necept It, even though half a dozen 
other writers will tell you the 
bomber's day is done. He adds: 
“Britain's big problem is to get 
quick results and save herself from 
a ‘knockout’ blow.” 


I found the book non-alarmist, 
parts, pessiirustics, optimistic In some 
parts, pessimistic in others. There is 
much straight tall, pages and pages 
of high strategy dealing with mili- 
tary moves in the next war, 

Captain Liddell Hart considers 
that much of the muddling and cer- 
tainly the great trench deadlock in 
the Jast war due to French strategy 
being dominated by the desire to re- 
cover lost soil. In the next war the 
strategy Will be defensive, nol offen- 
sive, ~ 

Germany made mistakes, too, “If 
ever an army committed suicide,” 
he says, ‘it was the German Army 
in 10918, Ludendorff, instead of 
dashing the Germans against . the 
Allies in an attempt to force a vice 
tory, might, by a series of retire- 
ments, have lured the Allies on to 
one position after another, causing 
such Josses of trained men for which 
even the American contingents would 
scarcely have been adequate com- 
pensation.” 


In. a chapter, “The Situation Since 
Munich," the author writes: “The 
one unquestionable need is to make 
Britain's air defence as strong as 
possible, This demands not only a

Cycling Notes 


Keates Fails 
To Break 100 
Mile Record 


On Saturday the Colony cycling 
champion, H. A. G. Keates, made his 
second unsuccessful attempt to estab- 
lsh 100 miles unpaced record figures. 
His previous attempt, on February 5, 
1937, ended when he crashed after 
covering 32 miles in an hour and a 
halt. 

The usual “five mile’ course was 
used on this occasion, and Keates 
had, therefore, to cover tho course 
twenty times with a turn at cvery 
two and o half miles. The outward 
run under normal weather conditions 
is usually hard going, but on Satur- 
day the rider had to contend with 
a stiff headwind making the ride 
much more difficult, whilst the re- 
turn was perhaps too easy with the 
following wind. 

Keates was despatched at 1.45 p.m. 
by Mr, R..H. McDowell, oficial time- 
keeper, who was assisted by Mr. H. 
Scougal. Checking officials at the 
castern turn were Messrs. P. Stanley 
and W. Etock, who spent an cnjoy- 
able afternoon in thelr temporary 
repair shop at that point (one of the 
officials, in fact, was looking for ‘the 
hole” all the week-end), The ride 
was olso_obscryed throughout by 
Messrs. F. Moore and H. Wilde. 
Feeding arrangements were in the 
hands of Mr. R. Foster, assisted by 
Mr. M, L. O'Doherty, 

From the outset, using a 74in. 
gear, Keates rode steadily and con- 
fidently, untit ho reached the 30-miles 
check. It was then obvious to the 
oMcials that he was uncomfortable, 
but jt was not until an hour and a 
half later, when 60 miles had been 
covered, it was learned that the rider 
was having trouble with his back, 
due to the heat, Attempts were 
made by the officials to. persuade 
Keates to ubandon the ride, yet it 
was not until 80 niiles had been 
ridden in 3 hrs. 59 mins. 40 secs, that 
he gave up, in considerable pain, 
though still keen on riding the addi- 
tlonal 20 miles to complete the “cen- 
tury” if permitted. Actually a few 
seconds over an hour and a half still 
remained in which to beat-the stand- 
ard fixed for a record at this distance. 


The intermediate times during this 
ride fall little short of the standard 
shown by Keates in past record rides 
at this and similar distances,
